Over the’ 25 years during 
which more than one‘ 
and a_ half million 
migrants have been 
brought to Australia 
there have been untold 
instances of poor hous- 
ing at. migrant ‘centres, 
strikes in protest 
against the quality of 
food served, and the dif- 
ficulties facing families 
seeking housing away; 
from migrant camps. 

A glaring case of govern- 
mental wunconcern for} 
migrant housing is at 
the moment engaging 
the attention of con- 
servationists and others 
with regard to the Wil- 
tona Migrant Hostel:

Bath Place, Wellington 
Parade, Melbourne . Road, 
Cox’s Gardens, Geffard 
Street, and Hanmer Street, 
but the population has not 
increased a great deal. 


Population grew 

In 1880 came Albert 
Street, Alma Terrace, 
Crawford Street, College 
Street, Dalgarno Street, 
John Street, Macquarie 
Street, Princes Street, 
Powers Street and Bays- 
water Street, probably no 
longer in existence. 

The population at this 
stage has grown to 8800.
